Judgement of $111 actual dam¬ 
ages and exemplary damages of 
$5,000 were demanded in the suit 
filed. Judge Wood has not yet 
handed down a written opinion 
showing whether or not the latter 
sum will be allowed, though he 
indicated during the hearing his 
inability to see how abutting 
property could be damaged by 
the improvement of a thorough¬ 
fare. 

Many of the property holders 
paid the amounts assessed against 
them within a short time after 
the street was paved. Whether 
or not these assessments will be 
returned to the citizens or wheth¬ 
er or not an appeal will be taken 
will be decided after a written 
opinion is filed by Judge Wood, 
city officials announced. 

The suit of Canyon Park prop¬ 
erty owners seeking to restrain 
the city from collecting assess¬ 
ments due this year for the im¬ 
provement of Canyon streets and 
roads will be determined on briefs 
submitted to Judge Westover in 
the Superior court at Los Ange¬ 
les. After hearing some testi¬ 
mony the court ordered the fil¬ 
ing of briefs. Plaintiffs in this 
action alleged that the assess¬ 
ments were in excess of the 
amounts actually required to be 
paid. The city contends it was 
necessary to fix an amount some¬ 
what in excess of the actual re¬ 
quirements in order to meet the 
city's bond payments in the event 
that some property owners should 
become delinquent in their pay¬ 
ments. It set forth that the city

W HATEVER the future may 
bring in the way of social 
changes, it seems to be 
generally agreed that leisure will 
be increased.

T he American gardening move¬ 
ment began long before the 
World War, though it received 
enormous acceleration in war 
times.

California asparagus came under 
its own standardization act for 
the first time as another result 
of the program, with high quality 
standards and specific provisions 
as to size and count specifica¬ 
tions for bunch packed shipments. 

Growers succeeded in securing 
the enactment of a new stand¬ 
ardization act for Thompson Seed¬ 
less anil vVhite Malaga grapes. 
The maximum defect-allowance 
in avocados was reduced under 
another bill. Date growers won 
very materially increased stand¬ 
ards for their product. A persim¬ 
mon, at least a California persim¬ 
mon, wall be exactly as it seems 
to be under another standardiza¬ 
tion code change. The new act 
will prevent picking of immature 
fruit. Walnut meats will be clean¬ 
er as a result of the addition of an¬ 
other “defect” to the walnut 
standardization act. 

“Tip burn” will be eliminated 
from lettuce under another of 
the acts. Cantaloupes, too, will be 
better, with the sugar content in¬ 
creased from 8 to 9 per cent. 
Definite maturity tests have been 
set up for honey-ball and honey- 
dew melons, with honey-balls re¬ 
quiring 12 per cent sugar content 
and honey-dews 10 per cent. 


May Unite Citrus 
Growers Of Nation 
Under Single Head 

Possibility of organization of 
the whole United States citrus in¬ 
dustry under the new Agricul¬ 
tural Adjustment Act was dis- 
I closed following a meeting of 
I representatives of California mar¬ 
keting agencies, held in Los An¬ 
geles, July 8. Such action would 
include California, Arizona, Flor¬ 
ida, Texas and other Southern 
states that produce smaller 
amounts of citrus fruits. 

C. C. Teague, president of the 
California Fruit Growers Ex¬ 
change, stated that he had been 
asked to attend a conference in 
Washington with administrators 
of the Agricultural Adjustment 
Act on July 20 and to notify 
other marketing groups of the 
conference. 

The group passed the res¬ 
olutions declaring its belief 
that "advantage should be taken 
of the opportunities offered by 
existing Federal legislation to 
evolve a coordinated plan of op¬ 
eration which will be mutually 
beneficial to the various citrus 
producing areas of the United
